The subject of incorporation was discussed in detail, be- 
fore, during, and after dinner, and several decisions and 
agreements were arrived at: 


First: That it seemed to all present that there were cer- 
tain definite advantages to be gained from incorporation, 
not directly to the Grand Bodies, but to the subordinate 
bodies under their allegiance, and that all present were in 
favor of incorporation. 


Second: that there should be a vote in each Grand Body 
on the question. Grand Chapter could vote at its Quarterly 
Convocation on September 27th. Grand Commandery could 
vote at its Annual Conclave on October 11th. As the An- 
nual Assembly of Grand Council would not be held until 
December 8th, it was thought advisable that a Special As- 
sembly be called after Grand Lodge of September 11th. 


Grand Chapter and Grand Council, being Sovereign 
Bodies, needed no further authority than their own vote. 
Grand Commandery, however, was governed by the Consti- 
tutions of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of 
the United States of America, and it was felt that their 
permission for the move should be obtained. As the Tri- 
ennial Conclave of Grand Encampment would be held in 
Indiabepalls within a couple of weeks, permission would be 
sought at that time. The permission was granted, and a 
confirming letter, signed by Walter A. DeLamater, Most 
Eminent Grand Master, was subsequently received by the 
Grand Recorder. The vote in all three Grand Bodies was 
unanimous, and favorable. 


Third: that as the law firm of Warner, Stackpole, Stet- 
son and Bradlee, in which George B. Rowell and Charles F.

Eminent and Dear Sir: 


In reply to your letter of February 3, 1959 re Report on 
Inspection and Tactics Committee on which we are asked 
for an opinion, the Jurisprudence Committee is of the 
opinion that the Grand Commander has the prerogative to 
set up the formula for his Inspecting Officers unless and 
until a vote of the Grand Commandery is passed to the con- 
trary. 


Our Committee is of the opinion that the Recommenda- 
tions of the Tactics Committee in this matter is of no effect 
in binding the Grand Commander and that he is perfectly 
free to exercise his prerogative in his discretion without re- 
gard to the opinion of that Committee. We believe that 
this Tactics Committee was set up for the purpose of stand- 
ardizing such portions of the floor tactics for inspections as 
are not dealt with in the Ritual; that is to say, the type of 
matters that are covered by the Tactics Manual. Hence, 
its recommendations in the field of the allowances to be 
made for absence in the count at inspection are outside of 
its authority. Its recommendations are in no event bind- 
ing upon the Grand Commander but are purely advisory. 
This Committee is not one of those provided for by Article 
9 of the Constitution of the Grand Commandery and must 
therefore be considered one of the “special committees” 
which the Grand Commander may appoint with such “du- 
ties as he may deem advisable” and being appointed by the 
Grand Commander on his own initiative and serving only 
at his pleasure, cannot make any suggestion which would 
be binding upon him.

REPORT OF INSPECTION AND TACTICS COMMITTEE 


A meeting of the Inspection and Tactics Committee was held Aug- 
ust 1, 1958, to act on: 


(1) Recommendations for changes in Tactics presented by the In- 
spector Instructor. 
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(2) The situation presented by the present very limited supply of 
Tactics Manuals and the need for the incorporation of last 
years and this years changes. And: 


(3) Such other matters as might properly be brought before the 
Committee for attention. 


All members of the Committee were present with the exception of 
S.K. Harold S. Crocker, P.G.C., with whom the matters under consider- 
ation were discussed over the phone in the course of the meeting and 
whose agreement with the Committee on action taken was so obtained. 


The Committee’s action last year as implemented by Official Order 
No. 6 of September 3, 1957, cleared all known questions and revisions 
of the Tactical work except the tactics and procedure for the recep- 
tion of the Inspecting Officer at Inspections and Official Visitations. 

Recommendations for the revision of this section of the Tactics 
and also general revisions to conform to the regulations of the Grand 
Encampment on the use of titles were presented by the Inspector In- 
structor, and following discussion were adopted by unanimous vote. 
(See Official Order No. 10 of September 22, 1958.) 

The Grand Recorder reported some requests for new Tactics Man- 
uals but with few if any now available to meet the demand. All Tac- 
tics Manuals issued within the past several years have been sold to, 
and are therefore the property of, the purchasers. They are not neces- 
sarily passed along or resold to new officers coming into the line each 
year. Obviously some means must be found to provide Tactics Manuals 
or their equivalents to these new officers and to make it possible for 
present owners of Manuals to bring them up to date. 

With the many changes which have been made since the Tactics 
were last printed in 1946 the suitability of stickers for the correction 
of present Manuals is open to question. The cost of printing new 
Manuals would today presumably be at least two or three times that 
of 1946 and we feel that such expense should not be recommended or 
considered until all changes made within the past year or so can be 
Proven out in practice this coming year. 

It is therefore felt that possibly one of several temporary or stop- 
gap Means suggested might serve present purposes and the Grand Re- 
corder was requested to investigate such possibilities and report his 
findings for the consideration of the Grand Commandery at this Con- 
clave. His report will follow action on this Committee Report. 

Reported possible variances in the basis used for determining the 
number required for the count at Inspections, and the apparent lack 
of definite Orders or generally accepted and understood rulings, as re- 
ferred to earlier in this Conclave in the Grand Commander’s report, 
were brought to the attention of the Committee and its recommenda- 
tions requested. 


Reports of deductions being allowed in some cases for absence on 
business or pleasure trips, and for those over certain ages, as well as 
for illness or other incapacity to attend, were verified by the Inspec- 
tor Instructor. 

Following full discussion and thorough consideration of all facets 
of the problem it was unanimously agreed that: 

(1) the count should be based on the number of members residing 
within 40 miles of the Town or City of the Commandery con- 
cerned, 

(2) that without allowance for illness or other fully justifiable 

inability to attend, it is reasonable to expect the support and 


attendance of at least 50% of those residing within the above 
40 mile limit, 
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(3) that a deduction of 10% of the entire membership residing 
within the above 40 mile limit should be ample to allow for 
illness or other unquestionably justifiable inability to attend, 
and 

(4) that the above fixed allowance for justifiable absence elimi- 
nates all hearsay or questionable factors, provides a readily 
verified record, simplifies and clarifies the work and re- 
sponsibilities of our Recorders and Division Commanders, 
and provides assurance to and for our Commanderies, of uni- 
form and equitable treatment. 

We therefore strongly recommend that the number required for 
the Count be determined to be 45% of the number of Life and Annual 
members of a Commandery residing within the 40 mile limit with no 
deductions for age, illness, or any other reason whatsoever. 

We believe the adoption of this recommendation will eliminate 
questions now existing, tend to promote harmony, and insure equal 
consideration and justice to all in the determination of the Count.

Another active year for this great service to the youth 
of our state has come to a successful end, and your Educa- 
tional Foundation Committee takes this opportunity of pre- 
senting its Annual Report for the year ending December 
31, 1958, as well as the Audit Report prepared by Eminent 
Sir Hurlbut L. Plummer, Certified Public Accountant. 


It is a pleasure to report that we granted 108 loans to 
78 male students amounting to $36,676.50 and to 30 female 
students amounting to $12,928.00 making a Grand Total of 
$49,604.50, which was three loans less than the preceding 


year 1957. Several applicants were rejected or failed to 
qualify. 


Excerpt from a Report received from James M. Cavi- 
ness, P. G. C., of Texas, Chairman of the Grand Encamp- 
ment Committee: “while we do not have all the Educa- 
tional Foundation Reports in so far, we do have all of them 
except one or two of the smaller divisions that I understand

Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


The Grand Commandery membership goal for the cur- 
rent year was again set at 1,000 new petitions, including 
affiliations and reinstatements. 


As of April 30, 1959, we had received a total of 619 peti- 
tions compared with 618, 707 and 616, respectively, on the 
same date in the years 1958, 1957 and 1956. Eleven com- 
manderies had reached or exceeded their individual quotas. 
Petition activity was at a slow pace until February. Al- 
though there has been an improvement in the last three 
months, it appears, based on experience in recent years, 
that we should expect to obtain only between 72% and 75% 
of our petition goal. 


During the year we have made use of space in the Tem- 
plar, with the cooperation of the Grand Recorder, to urge 
petition activity and to keep Commandery council officers 
and Grand Commandery line officers informed of the pro- 
gress being made.

Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


In the month of April, our Commanderies in Massachu- 
setts received 112 petitions towards the total of 124 for the 
Grand Commandery, which compared very favorably with 
the April figures of the last three years of 98, 91, and 67, 
respectively, and brought our total petitions for the year to 
621, which is ahead of the figures of 618 of last year and 
616 of three years ago. 


It is vital that we conduct a membership drive in the 
Blue Lodges, and in this endeavor we have the full coopera- 
tion and support of the heads and Membership Chairmen 
of the Grand Chapter and the Grand Council. 


I strongly recommend that as soon as possible we have 
a York Rite membership man in every Blue Lodge in Mas- 
sachusetts, whose job it will be to talk to and interest Blue 
Lodge Masons into taking the York Rite Degrees, including 
the Orders in the Commandery. This Sir Knight should 
talk especially to the Junior Officers of the Lodge, and to 
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new brothers AFTER they have received their Master Ma- 
son Degree and have signed the lodge By-Laws. 


Accordingly, as Director of New Members Potentials in 
Massachusetts, I propose that the Commander of every 
Commandery immediately appoint a Membership Chair- 
man if he has not already done so. It will be the duty of 
this Membership Chairman to immediately select a Sir 
Knight in each Blue Lodge and in each Chapter which feeds 
into that Commandery, who will attend the Blue Lodge or 
Chapter regularly. The names and addresses of the Sir 
Knight selected in both the Chapters and Commanderies 
should be sent to our Grand Recorder, to our General Chair- 
none Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., or myself as soon as pos- 

ible. 


To help out your Commandery Chairmen, I am asking 
for volunteers to serve in their respective Blue Lodges and 
Chapters in this membership drive. You will later be sent 
suggestions how to proceed as the York Rite Membership 
Representative in your Blue Lodge.

Supplementing but in complete conformity to my memo- 
randum to you dated June 6, 1958, I intend hereby to ex-

Whereas in the ruling issued from this office on June 6, 
1958, the York Rite Masonic Bodies (Chapters, Councils 
and Commanderies) were declared to be charitable but not 
so organized as to qualify for the exemption set forth in 
the governing statute, now because of the recent incorpora- 
tion of The Grand Commandery of Knights Templar, Inc., 
such organization is now so organized as to qualify for the 
exemption set forth in this statute.

While it is primarily intended for the Commanders and 
Officers of the Constituent Commanderies, it continues to 
receive very favorable comments from other jurisdictions. 


GRAND COMMANDER’S BALL

As usual it was very well attended and most enjoyable. 
This year it was given in honor of R. E. Sir Robert Gardi- 
ner Wilson, Jr., who, during the course of the evening, was 


paid many well deserved tributes for all that he has done 
for Templary. 


Six drill teams, three of which had only recently been 
organized, competed, and the prizes were won by the team 
from Holy Sepulchre Commandery of Pawtucket. 


This evening is a very worthwhile affair, and I hope it 
may be held for years to come. 


Many of you will doubtless recall that in his report at 
the Annual Grand Conclave in 1950, R. E. Sir chor 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., stated in substance that in his 
opinion if the report of an outgoing Grand Commander 
were to have any value at all it should contain something 
more than a recital of fancied accomplishments, or a list of 
social engagements. With this statement I emphatically 
agree. I also believe that the report of an outgoing Grand 
Commander should contain something more than trite plati- 
tudes, and conventional and stereotyped generalities. So 
perhaps I should now tell you that my report will not be the 
usual and convention] report. I feel that it ig high time for 
some Grand Commander to speak his mind. 
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Quite possibly some of you may not approve of some of 
the things I am about to say. It is also quite possible that 
some of you may disagree with me violently at times. I 
hope, however, that all of you will agree with Voltaire when 
he said “I don’t agree with a word you say, but I will defend 
with my life your right to say it.” 


MEMBERSHIP 


I am glad to report a net gain for the year of 85. This 
is the 15th consecutive year in which we have shown a net 
gain. We have finally gone beyond the 15,000 figure. We 
now have 15,039 members, the largest number for a great 
many years. Seventeen Commanderies out of fifty made 
or exceeded their Quotas. To them, and to their able and 
hardworking Commanders, I want to express my thanks 
and sincere appreciation. Several other Commanderies 
very nearly achieved their quotas and to them go my thanks 
as well. 


Our net gain would have been very substantially larger 
but for three reasons: 


In the first place last year R. E. Sir Dwight Page con- 
ducted a very strenuous campaign to reduce the number of 
suspensions and demits. As the result of this, Command- 
eries which normally would have suspended their delin- 
quents in June, instead of doing so, notified these delin- 
quents that they would be suspended in September of 1958 
unless their arrears were paid in the interim. The practical 
effect of this moratorium was that these suspensions were 
thereupon voted in September instead of in June, so that 
these suspensions are therefore included in our record for 
this year instead of last year, where it might be said, and 
with reason, they rightfully belong. 


In no sense is this intended as criticism of my good 
friend R. E. Dwight Page. If I had been in his place I 
might very well have done the same thing. 


I think you all are entitled to know, however, that while 
the suspensions voted in both September and October for 
1957 were only 16, and this is the average number for these 
two months, the suspensions voted in September of 1958 
amount to the astonishing total of 40. So for this year we 
wind up with a total of 90 suspensions while in 1957 there 
were only 67 suspensions voted. In other words, if we had 
had the normal number of suspensions in September, that 
is to say, sixteen, instead of forty, we would have shown a 
net gain of 24 more—or a total net gain for the year of 
109 instead of 85. 
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In the second place the Rhode Island Commanderies, as 
usual, let us down very badly. If you will examine the 
records for the past 23 years, and perhaps much longer, 
you will see that almost everyone of the seven Command- 
eries in Rhode Island shows a net loss almost every year. 
It has been suggested by some that it would be a good idea 
for Rhode Island to form its own Grand Commandery. 
While it is not within my province to propose this, I do 
say that to anyone, who will take the trouble to examine the 
records, it will be indisputably apparent that Rhode Island, 
for many years has in effect been a millstone around the 
neck of this Grand Commandery. 


It should be obvious to everyone willing to face facts, 
that the time has long since arrived when it is utterly im- 
possible for Rhode Island to maintain seven successful Com- 
manderies. At the most it can support only four, and quite 
possibly only two or three. 


It is interesting to note that the 43 Massachusetts Com- 
manderies with a total quota of 848 actually obtained 704 
applications, or 83 plus percent of their quota, while the 
seven Rhode Island Commanderies, with a total quota of 
152, actually obtained only 64 applications, or 42 plus per- 
an of their total quota. In round figures the Rhode Island 

ommanderies did only about 50% as well as the Massachu- 
ed Commanderies. With one exception all the Rhode 
is and Commanderies not only failed to make their quotas, 
ut also show a net loss for the year.

In the third place we were handica

a number of Commanderies had Comm in- 
competent, or lazy, or both. Been BO ee ae 


It may be that in some areas in our jurisdiction business 
conditions were such as to prevent some Commanderies 
from making their respective quotas, and it may be that 
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some Commanders, in spite of the expenditure of a great 
deal of time and effort, did not succeed in obtaining enough 
applications to make their quotas. 


On the other hand, so far as appears, still other Com- 
manders did nothing but sit on their hands, impatiently 
awaiting the advent of that glorious day when they would 
be presented with a Past Commander’s jewel. 


AND FOR WHAT? Certainly not as a reward for ac- 
complishment, or ability, or even for effort. 


At the Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
New York last June a net loss of 391 for the year was re- 
ported. Only 20 out of a total of 71 Commanderies in New 
York showed a net gain for the year. 


When the Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
M. E. Louis H. Wieber, was called upon to speak he placed 
the blame for this large loss squarely on the shoulders of 
the Commanders of the 50 Commanderies which reported a 
net loss for the year. He minced no words in stating that 
they personally were the ones responsible. He stated that 
it was evident to him that these 50 Commanders were lazy, 
inefficient, or both, and that it was obvious that they should 
not have been elected as Commanders of their respective 
Commanderies. 

He went on to say that to be a Commander involves a 
sacred trust or responsibility, that to be a good fellow, or a 
good ritualist, is not enough—that a good Commander must 
be a good executive and a good leader—that he must be 
really willing to work, to spend the necessary time and ef- 
fort to make his year as Commander a success—that he 
must inspire his members by his example to get out and 
work—and then, and only then, would he have a successful 
year. 


He also said that if a Commander is lazy, or unwilling 
to get out and work, or if he is not an executive and a 
leader, that he should resign and let someone else take over. 
He also said that any Commandery, which found itself with 
an incompetent or lazy officer in line should forthwith get 
rid of him and replace him. 


To some of you this may seem somewhat harsh. 


Nonetheless I sincerely believe that the Grand Master 
was 100% correct—that his statements were fully justified. 


It has always seemed to me that an award of a Past 
Commander’s jewel should not be considered purely a mat- 
ter of routine—that it should only be presented to a Com-

mander who has done a good job, and who has earned it. A 
Past Commander’s jewel should not be given to an incom- 
petent, or a do-nothing Commander. The sooner the Com- 
manderies realize this and refuse to give such a jewel to a 
Commander who has not earned it the resulting effect is 
bound to be most beneficial. 


Many jurisdictions throughout the country report a net 
loss year after year. Many reports of out-going Grand 
Commanders, while reporting a loss, somewhat plaintively 
say that while the situation is regretable, they do not 
know the reason or the answer. 


I suggest to you that usually, if not invariably, the 
answer is that the caliber of the presiding Commanders in 
these jurisdictions is so inferior that any result other than 
a net loss would be a most startling surprise. 


Some months before I was installed as a Grand Com- 
mander I sent a circular letter to all the Generalissimos of 
all the Commanderies in this jurisdiction in which I said, 
among other things, that in my opinion one of the most im- 
portant duties of an incoming Commander is the appoint- 
ment of a warder, for, in effect, he is actually appointing 


someone in line who will ultimately be the Commander of 
his Commandery. 


I think that most, if not all, of you, upon reflection, will 
agree with this. 


_ L hope that all of you junior officers will keep this in 
mind. If you don’t, and if you appoint someone in line 
merely because he is a “good fellow,” or a “good ritualist,” 
your Commandery will surely pay a harsh penalty therefor. 


A full report of the Membership Committee will be giv- 
en in due course. 


FINANCES 


‘ Section 5 of Article VIII of our Constitution requires 
that a Grand Commander keep his expenditures within the 


Budget submitted by the Finance C. it 
by this Grand Commandery.” ee net Sees 


This provision seems to be more honored in the breach 
than in the observance, however, for it is by no means un- 
usual for a Grand Commander to report a more or less sub- 
stantial deficit for his administration. 


Although the income anticipated from knightings did 
not reach the figure anticipated in the Estimated Budget 
for this year, I am very happy to report that we operated 
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in the black throughout the year. In no instance did we 
go in the red on any budget item and we wind up the year 
with a total surplus of $952.43, which is the largest surplus 
reported for many years. 


The Finance Committee approved an additional appro- 
priation of $385.30 to cover the unexpected and increased 
cost of printing the proceedings for 1958, which, of course, 
is an expense not chargeable to this years administration.

We accomplished nothing except to have a few reports

I suggest that this strict mandatory provision is wholly 
and absurdly unnecessary.

And 
similarly last year, R. E. Sir Dwight Page, called a Special 
Grand Conclave in order to effect the passage of some 
engines which were necessary because of the tax situa- 
ion. 
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e may say that a Semi-Annual is a good thing as it 
frees us Bor an opportunity to get together and mingle 
socially. But if it is to be a social gathering, and usually 
there is no other excuse for holding it, let us by all means 
have a social gathering whether it be a clambake, a dinner, 
a theatre evening, a cocktail hour, or what not, but let it be 
without cost to the Grand Commandery, which can aa 
certainly use the money for some much more importan 


purpose.

The Inspection and Review ee 
the work consisted of the Order of the Temple including 
the vow, the first Four Libations, the Fifth Libation, the 
Knighting and the Flags, but eliminating the Chamber, the 
Hermits, the Warfare, the Sepulchre scene, and the tedious 
Attributes. While this is a somewhat streamlined version 
of the Order, its essentials were retained, and in most cases 
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the Commanderies were able to finish the work between 9 
and 9:15 P. M. 


The Marking was done by the Division Commanders, 
and I venture to suggest that there is no more cause for 
criticism of the marks which they awarded than there was 
when the marking was done by a corps of Marking Officers. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


Very successful York Rite nights during the year were 
held at Gardner, Natick, Dorchester, Weymouth, Green- 
field, Medford and Fitchburg and Cranston. 


In each instance the Grand High Priest and the Grand 
Master of the Council were present, and the Grand Com- 
mander was represented by R. E. Sir Robert Gardiner Wil- 
son, Jr., who, for so many years, has so ably represented 
the Commandery at these affairs in his own inimitable and 
most effective way. 


All of these York Rite Nights were very well attended. 
They obviously provide a very fertile field for obtaining 
applications for the York Rite. For example, the month 
following the York Rite Night at Natick the notice of the 
local Chapter had a very large number of candidates listed. 
If, however, the York Rite Night is not actively followed 
up by the York Rite bodies, and the potential candidates 
present interviewed and asked to sign applications, these 
nights are meaningless and ineffective. They result in a 
complete waste of time, money, and effort. You officers 
cannot sit on your hands and blithely hope that you will be 
inundated with a flood of applications through the mail the 
following week. Possibly you may get a few, but not nearly 
as many as you should obtain. So if you want to have a 
York Rite Night, and are willing to get out and do some 
work thereafter, by all means have one. If not, don’t waste 
the time of the heads of the York Rite Bodies. 


ASSISTANT INSPECTION INSTRUCTORS 


Last year I asked our Inspector Instructor, E. Sir 
Thomas C. Brown, if he thought it would be possible for a 
corps of Assistant Inspector Instructors to be organized, 
whose duty it would be to visit the Commanderies to which 
they were respectively assigned and assist them in improv- 
ing and perfecting their work. He replied that he thought 
it would be possible, and that he was most in favor of the 
idea. And while I would have doubted that it was possible 
Tom was 100% right. He did succeed in organizing such a 
group of devoted Sir Knights who gave freely and unstint- 
ingly of their time in so visiting the Commanderies to 
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which they were assigned. I am sure that all Commanders 
and their officers will agree that they were greatly helped 
by the visits, and instruction which they received. 


There were only a few Commanderies which, for rea- 
sons best known to themselves, ignored the opportunity to 
receive the help of their Assistant Inspector Instructor, 
and as might be expected, in most such cases, these Com- 
manderies were those which needed help the most. 


All of these Assistant Inspector Instructors are Past 
Commanders, and all of them are well qualified to assist 
and coach any Commandery. Too much credit cannot be 
given to them for their work, and the time which they 
spent, far beyond the line of duty, and for which they re- 
ceived no compensation whatever, not even a penny for 
travel. I want to thank them publicly at this time, and to 
express to them my thanks and sincere appreciation for all 
which they did. 


EXEMPLIFICATION TEAM 


Again I am personally indebted to Sir Kt. Tom Brown, 
our Inspector Instructor. Again I asked him if he thought 
it would be possible for an Exemplification Team of Past 
Commanders to be organized for the purpose of exemplify- 
ing the Order of the Temple and the Inspection and Review 
throughout the jurisdiction. Again he said that he thought 
it could be done and that he was also heartily in favor of 
the idea. Such a team was accordingly organized through 
his efforts. Very successful exemplifications were held at 
Holyoke, Pawtucket, Melrose, Waltham, so that each Com- 
mandery in the jurisdiction had an opportunity to attend 
at least one exemplification at a convenient location, that 
is to say, no Officer of any Commandery was obliged to 


travel any considerable distance to attend at least one ex- 
emplification. 


An opportunity was given to those attendin 
r g to ask 
questions, and to have any phase of the work explained. I 
am sure that all who attended these exemplifications will 
agree that they were most helpful and worth while.

curate statistics, there is no doubt that at least 75% of all 
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candidates brought into any Chapter are sponsored by Com- 
mandery members who have obtained the signatures of 
these candidates on Commandery applications as well. 


When I attended the Annual Convocation of the Grand 
Chapter on December 9 I had an opportunity to talk with 
my good friend, Eminent Sir William F. Clark, the Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Council and the Grand Chapter, as 
well as the General Grand Scribe of the General Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter, and with what, perhaps, might be 
termed my usual bluntness, I told him that to my way of 
thinking nothing could be any more boring than for a can- 
didate, or the members on the sidelines, to watch a succes- 
sion of seventeen or more candidates individually carrying 
the stone around on the first section of the Mark degree. 
While I anticipated something of an argument, as Bill and 
I have argued at various times over the year, somewhat to 
my surprise, he agreed with me, and stated that he would 
be in favor of having an exemplar, not only on the first sec- 
tion of the Mark degree, but also on the Past Masters De- 
gree. While probably this conversation had nothing to do 
with it, I am happy to report that the Grand Chapter has 
since adopted a regulation enabling a Chapter to use such 
an exemplar on both degrees. 


This is a tremendous step forward as it enables a Chap- 
ter to work the first three degrees in one evening, even on 
a large class of Candidates, and still conclude at a reason- 
ably early hour, and work the Royal Arch Degree the fol- 
lowing week. 


This year some Chapters have done this, and as a result, 
the local Commandery has been able to work these candi- 
dates immediately thereafter. 


There is still a great deal of room for improvement, 
however, with respect to the time required for a candidate 
to go through the Chapter and the Commandery. It is esti- 
mated that approximately 30% of those who take the York 
Rite and the Scottish Rite become members of the Shrine. 
All of us know that many are anxious to join the Shrine as 
soon as possible, and as to these we of the York Rite are 
far and away behind our good friends in the Scottish Rite. 


The Scottish Rite can tell a man who has just taken his 
third degree “all you need to do is to attend four meetings 
on successive Friday evenings. You will thereupon become 
a 32° Mason and the next week you can join a Shrine if you 
wish.” Seldom do we of the York Rite have an opportunity 
to extend a similar invitation. If we ask a third degree 
Mason to join the Chapter it can take him perhaps six 
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months or a year before he can get through the Chapter and 
the Commandery. To me this makes no sense whatever. 
While I was attending a Grand Conclave of a Grand Com- 
mandery in another state the Grand Commander in his an- 
nual report stated that he had heard that in Massachusetts 
if a young man in his twenties were to file an application 
in the Chapter, by the time he received the Order of the 
Temple he would have a long white beard. 


While our situation is not quite that bad, all of us have 
seen cases where a High Priest may decide to work a class 
of candidates, if, as, and when, he felt like it. The fact that 
these candidates wanted to join a Commandery and the 
Shrine did not affect or influence him in the least. 


While the Commanderies are dependent on the Chap- 
ters, the Chapters should recognize the fact that they are 
equally dependent upon Commanderies. 


We believe, and I think all our good Chapter friends 
should agree, that the fullest measure of co-operation is es- 
sential to the welfare of both organizations. 


_ As some of you know, a very interesting plan has been 
Inaugurated in Lowell this year. 


_ Some of the most prominent members of the York Rite 
in Lowell, being concerned about the condition of the York 
Rite there, formulated a plan to more or less consolidate 
the York Rite, and this plan was adopted by the three York 
Rite bodies. Under this plan the number of regular meet- 
ings for each body will be substantially reduced—the Chap- 
ter works in September, October, February and March; the 
Council works in November and April, and the Command- 
ery works in December, J. anuary, May and June. The prac- 
tical effect of this, of course, is that no one is obliged to at- 
tend more than one meeting a month unless special meet- 
ings are held, and those are discouraged. 


A most successful Joint Public Installation of all three 
York bodies, at which the M.W. Grand Master, and the 


heads of the Grand Bodies of the York Rite were all pres- 
ent, was held on May 27. 


While it is much too early to arrive at any definite con- 
clusions, this plan has the blessing and approval of the 
Grand High Priest, the Grand Master of the Council, and 
the Grand Commander, and its progress will be watched 
with a great deal of interest. 


If it proves to be successful, as we all hope, it may well 
be the forerunner of similar plans in other localities where 
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a rehabilitation of the York Rite is unquestionably neces- 
sary. 


Anyone who has been through our Grand Commandery 
Line will unquestionably agree that we have altogether too 
many Commanderies in this jurisdiction. We have, as you 
know, a total of fifty and while I have no desire to hurt or 
offend anyone, we must admit that there are a number of 
Commanderies which have no excuse for continuing to ex- 
ist. If we go back fifty or seventy-five years the Blue 
Lodge and the Commandery in a small town or city were 
the center of the social life of the community. There was, 
in those days, little or nothing to do except to go to church, 
some church function, or attend the local Lodge or Com- 
mandery. 


In those days it was much more difficult to travel ten 
miles by horse and buggy than it is for us now to travel 
seventy-five miles by car, and a small town Commandery 
could prosper. 


It would be the epitome of everything trite to say that 
“those days are gone forever.” Furthermore, the trend of 
the population in various localities has been such that many 
Commanderies are now situated in areas where they can 
hope to obtain few, if any, candidates. We might just as 
well face this as an established fact. Other jurisdictions 
which I have visited this year have the same problem, some 
to a far greater extent than we here. We have reached a 
point, however, where, except for a few isolated cases, it 
is utterly impossible for two or three Commanderies to 
operate successfully in small towns or cities only a few 
miles apart. Nor can a small town Commandery hope to 
succeed. We are in a vicious circle. A small and struggling 
Commandery has a great deal of trouble getting any can- 
didates. If it does not get an application, the work which 
it puts on is likely to be so poor that the candidate cannes 
be impressed and he may well wonder why he was foolis 
enough to have spent $50 to join an organization which he 
has no desire to visit again. 


While perhaps all of you may agree that we have too 
many Commanderies, some of you may feel that ead 
perhaps some Commanderies should quit, your Commanda- 
ery, no matter how poorly it may be doing, and no ae 
how bleak its future may be, should continue its tg 
to exist. This is a wholly natural feeling. All of us hate 
to have an organization, of which we have been a gene 
for years, and of which we may have been the head, fol 
up and quit. 
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On the other hand, we should all be realistic. It does 
not matter whether or not we like the situation with which 
we are confronted. The fact remains we must accept it, 
and I submit to you that nothing can be more futile than a 
Commandery, which to everyone except a few diehards, is 
obviously on its way out, to adopt an ostrich like attitude, 
refuse to face realities, and refuse to admit that the sooner 
it consolidates with some other Commandery the better. 
You will recall Mr. Micawber in David Copperfield who, in 
spite of repeated and successive disasters, was always quite 
certain “that something is bound to turn up.” While such 
optimism is laudable it just does not make any sense. 


To quote once again from the annual report of Right 
Eminent Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr.: 


“The attitude of more than one dear old Past Com- 
mander contently basking in the fading twilight of past 
glories, while darkness gradually descends on his Com- 
mandery, sometimes reminds me of the dear old hen cluck- 
ing contentedly on her nest as she vainly tries to hatch a 
white enamel doorknob! Her intentions are good, and her 
conduct requires no real work, or visible effort. But at 
least she isn’t destroying anything in the process.” 


Some of us will undoubtedly live to see the time when 
we will have no more than twenty-five strong Command- 
eries in Massachusetts, and perhaps two or three in Rhode 
Island. In Massachusetts the Scottish Rite has ten valleys 
including three Consistories. Where do you think the Scot- 
tish Rite would be if it had forty-three valleys? After all, 
while we are a Fraternal Christian Organization the fact 
remains that any organization, fraternal or otherwise, must 
necessarily be run on a business like basis if it is to achieve 
any measure of success. Any business, large or small, 
which has some branch offices which are not succeeding, 
which are operating at a loss, and which, so far as can be 
determined, will continue to operate at a loss, will speedily 
eliminate those unproductive and unsuccessful offices, and 
concentrate its efforts upon those which are successful. 
While in the Grand Commandery we are unable to adopt 
such a dratsic procedure, unless and until the time arrives, 
as it did in St. Georges Commandery in Beverly some years 
ago, when the Grand Commander arrested its charter, I 
earnestly recommend that all of you give serious thought 
to this problem, and that those Commanderies which are 
running hopelessly behind in every way, and which to all, 
with the exception of a few well meaning diehards, have 
no possible reason for hoping for improvement in the fu- 
ture, earnestly consider consolidating with some nearby 
Commandery in the immediate future, 
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The situation in Rhode Island is particularly discourag- 
ing, and even depressing. Since 1936 the seven Command- 
eries there, with one exception, have shown a substantial 
net loss almost every year. During this period the member- 
ship of St. John’s Commandery has dwindled from 1174 to 
606, and that of Calvary Commandery from 1128 to 614. 
If this rate of attrition continues it seems possible, if not 
probable, that twenty years hence neither Commandery will 
be in existence and Rhode Island may be a Subordinate 
Commandery like Delaware. To many of us a merger or 
consolidation appears to offer the only possible alternative. 
If anyone has any other solution to this problem I have 
never heard it mentioned. I fully realize that any such 
suggestion may be utterly repugnant to many. There 
seems to be a feeling that “we won’t join your Command- 
ery, but we would be glad to have you join ours.” Such an 
attitude, of course, gets us nowhere. 


There must be a spirit of give and take, a willingness 
to compromise, if any progress whatever is to be antici- 
pated. 


Some of you may have heard me say that to me, and to 
many others as well, it is wholly absurd for two large Com- 
manderies to operate in the same temple with two sets of 
officers and doing the same work with double or more the 
overhead. To me it is just as foolish as it would be for two 
A & P Supermarkets selling the same identical merchandise 
at the same identical prices to try to operate in the same 
identical business block. Any District Manager of the 
A & P who suggested this would undoubtedly be fired and 
perhaps even be committed to some mental hospital for 
observation. 

Now all of this applies with almost equal force to Bos- 
ton where we have two large and prosperous Commanderies 
with net gains in memberships for years while their per- 
manent funds and annual income have also steadily in- 
creased. 


I know many are afraid of losing their identity. But 
there is no reason for it. The Smith Commandery can 
merge with the Jones Commandery and become the Smith- 
Jones Commandery or the Jones-Smith Commandery. True, 
a merger would, or might affect, the line officers but some 
plan could be worked out to alternate or stagger the line. 


Some say such a merger would eliminate competition 
and be disastrous in that fewer candidates would be ob- 
tained, that such a Commandery would be so large that it 
would be wholly unwieldy and tend to collapse of its own 
weight. I do not subscribe to either argument. Such a 
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Commandery would have so much more to offer a candidate 
that it would really have something to sell. Furthermore, 
there is a Commandery in Los Angeles, which is flourish- 
ing, with about 2600 members. Nearer to us is Detroit 
Commandery No. 1, with about 1600 members, which is 
perhaps the most successful and active Commandery in the 
Middle West. 


I do not expect, or even hope, that you will all agree 
with me, but I do hope that you will give all of this some 
thought. Something has got to be done, and “it is later 
than you think.”

REPORT OF THE PRINTING COMMITTEE 


To the Officers and Members of This Grand Commandery 
K. T. of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Sir Knights: 


Your Committee on Printing made every effort to keep 
the cost of printing the 1958 Proceedings to a minimum for 
the quality of paper and workmanship involved. 


We find that the cost of labor and materials, together 
with the increase in postage, is steadily increasing. The 
cost of printing 325 copies of our 1957 Proceedings exceed- 
ed the Budget figure by $131.00 which required a Supple- 
mentary Budget to cover same. 


Your Committee decided to reduce the number of copies 
of the 1958 Proceedings to 250 but not withstanding this 
reduction in the number of copies, the cost of printing the 
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1958 Proceedings exceeded the Budget figure by $385.30 
and again a Supplementary Budget was required according 
to our Constitution. 


Your Committee, as in the previous years, requested 
quotations for the 1959 Proceedings, and received two quo- 
tations as follows: 


The Catalog Printing Company (our printers for the past five 
years) 250 copies, 120 pages, price $1565.00—additional pages, $14.50 
each page. 


The Mitchell Printing Company, Inc., of Greenfield, Indiana (The 
Grand Encampment Printers), will duplicate our 1958 Proceedings— 
250 copies, 140 pages for $1,088.00. “If the Proceedings do not run 140 
pages, we will deduct $20.00 for each four pages not required.” 


Your Committee recommends that unless, the Catalog 
Printing Company can submit a figure more in keeping 
with our Budget figure that we give the printing of the 
1959 Proceedings to the Mitchell Printing Company, Inc. 


_Another item of great concern to your Committee is the 
printing of the Credential List which is printed every two 
years. The List of Council Officers is a duplicate of our 
Red Book, the list of all Past Commanders is on file in 
Grand Commandery Office and may be obtained if needed. 


This year we had 150 copies printed at a cost of $253.40, 
approximately $1.70 each copy, and this did not include the 


cost of envelopes and postage. We recommend the discon- 
tinuance of this list. 


We also recommend “that only the essence of long dis- 


cussions or speeches be printed in the Proceedings as full 


transcripts are bound and on file in the Grand Command- 
ery Office.”

This past year 34 of our Commanderies were given the 
top mark of 10—, this is 11 more than last year. 2 Com- 
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ries dropped to 9-++ and 1 down to 9—. This means

This year our inspections were more on Ritual than Tactics 
which accounts for the increase in 10— marks. We had 8 
Commanderies with 9-+-, 6 with a mark of 9, and 2 with 9—. 


The three highest marks were awarded as follows:

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


Ft. Em. Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


Your General Chairman of the Committee on York pas 
Promotion and Membership has been most fortunate in oe 
ing four outstanding leaders in membership ae. im 
Sir James C. Bayley as Director of New pempere ae - 
tials, Em. Sir Arnold C. White acting for Rhode Islan I i. 
Sir William F. Clarke, Director of Coordination wit e 
Chapter, and Em. Sir Leroy Jones Director of Progress 
and Publicity. 


Each year accentuates the need of closer relationship 
and competion among the York Rite bodies. Lape ieee 
man continues to feel strongly that both Chapter an: oes 
cil should be wise enough, and practical enough, to realize 
and to admit that many of their applications are actually 
the result of solicitation by active York Rite Masons at 
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present directly interested in Templary or the Shrine. 
There is nothing unethical about that. All applicants for 
degrees in the Scottish Rite are primarily interested not in 
the first three bodies, but in attaining their 32°—and in 
many instances Shrine membership. 


With a fair recognition of facts as they exist, not only 
should there be no hostility created, but officers in Chap- 
ters and Councils should make every effort for reciproca- 
tion. If the York Rite is to grow and prosper it should be 
looked upon as a single Rite, and not a loosely connected 
succession of groupings. Lowell has made great strides in 
consolidating the efforts of York Rite brethren. This past 
year particularly, our great Order has indirectly benefitted 
by enviable activity on the part of the Grand Council of 
Royal and Select Masters in Massachusetts. In the long 


run the constituent bodies of the York Rite will stand or 
fall together. 


_ Leadership continues to be, and always will be, the most 
important factor. An Eminent Commander who is a leader, 
and not just the temporary titular head of his Command- 
ery, will always be the spearhead of membership drives. 
Second, York Rite Nights will always be the most effective 
approach with wavering or partly interested potential can- 
didates for the Orders in Templary. Finally, too few Com- 
manders fail to take advantage of the splendid lists pre- 
pared through the tireless efforts of Em. Sir Bayley—lists 
which give the names and addresses of brethren who have 
received Blue Lodge or Chapter degrees within the past few 
years, who may be calculated to retain the initial Masonic 
enthusiasm of any newly made Mason, and who in many 
cases still have the youth so necessary in our ranks. 


One other factor, in the opinion of your Chair ili- 
tates against the best possible Diiceresd and rem oe Teme 
plary in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. We have too 
many Commanderies. The strength of the Scottish Rite 
is D padi hat as is the strength of the Shrine. In horse 
ia buggy days it may well have been advisable to assure a 

yhristian Templary organization ig many easily accessible 
cities or towns. Those days are long since passed. To as- 
sure a complete roster of competent uniformed Command- 
ery officers, and Commandery guards, as well as financial 
stability, today requires an adequate and growing member- 
ship. Unlike the Blue Lodge, but more comparable with 
Shrine Temples, a successful Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plar requires facilities and membership strength to assure 
a fitting and Impressive presentation of the Orders. Suc- 
cessive consolidation of Boston, William Parkman, and 
Winthrop Commanderies, for example, has assured contin- 
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uation of strength, interest, and activity, for numerous Sir 
Knights whose divided interests might well have resulted 
in serious Templar losses down through the years. 


Let each Commandery face facts and honestly take 
stock. Are active and interested and able officers readily 
available for each Templar year, or is the current line of 
officers, especially at inspections, a make-shift roster of 
Past Commanders or borrowed workers? During the past 
five or ten years has the Commandery shown net gains as- 
suring continued growth, or net losses which promise even- 
tual disaster? Is the Commandery protected by existing 
Permanent Funds, or does it merely stagger by each year 
on a hand to mouth existence? Unless such test inquiries 
can be answered in the affirmative the Sir Knights, and es- 
pecially the officers of a Commandery, owe a duty to Tem- 
plary to seriously consider not eventual dissolution, but 
such wise consolidation with another Commandery as will 
guarantee the continued inspiration of our Christian Order 
throughout Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

REPORT OF THE K. T. EYE FOUNDATION 
COMMITTEE 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 10, 1959 
To the Officers and Members of Grand Commandery K.T.: 


At the request of M.E.P.G.M. Walter A. DeLamater, 
Executive Director of the K. T. Eye Foundation, Inc., spon- 
sored by the Grand Encampment K. T. of the U.S. A., your 
Grand Commander appointed the undersigned as the K. T. 
Eye Foundation Committee for this Grand Jurisdiction. 


This Committee acts as a coordinating and supervising 
Committee. It has the responsibility of seeing that two 
Committees as hereinafter mentioned, are appointed in each 
Constituent Commandery, and that they function and carry 
out the duties and objectives defined for each of these two 
Committees. 


These Committees are as follows: 


(1) A Committee of three to be known as a “Commit- 
tee on Applications and Publicity,” and 


(2) A Committee of three to be known as a “Commit- 
tee on Wills and Bequests.” 


The “Committee on Applications and Publicity” receives 
from the Administrative Office all information, data, pam- 
phlets, and briefing on all phases of the activities, objec- 
tives and accomplishments of the Eye Foundation. The 
main objective is to acquaint as many people as possible 
with the work Knights Templar are doing with the view of 
expanding our work, so that more persons needing eye sur- 
gery and unable to pay, may be helped by us. 


This service for surgery and hospitalization is avail- 
able to any one, regardless of race, creed, color, age, sex or 
national origin, if they cannot afford to pay. 


The “Committee on Wills and Bequests” concentrates 
on contacting and advising those desiring to designate the 
K. T. Eye Foundation, Inc., as a beneficiary in their wills. 


To date 25 Commanderies have appointed their Commit- 
tees. 
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With a view of publicizing the work of the Eye Foun- 
dation in local newspapers, your Committee sent to each 
Commandery, copies of an article, with the request it be 
printed in at least two newspapers in their respective juris- 
dictions and that tear sheets of the reprint be sent in to the 
Grand Commandery Office. 


To date we have received articles showing that publicity 
has appeared in 16 different newspapers in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. Also the May-June 1959 issue of “The

_ Since the K. T. Eye Foundation, Inc., has been organ- 
ized, they have distributed $450,000.00 to 19 different Med- 
ical Colleges for research into Ophthalmology.

Whereas: The Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the 
United States of America, at their 47th Triennial Conclave held at 
Indianapolis, Indiana, August 16-22, 1958, adopted an amendment to 
their Constitution, which provided that any Grand Commandery may, 
by proper enactment, require the Cryptic Degrees as prerequisite to 
the Orders of Knighthood in its Constituent Commanderies. 


Therefore, Be it Resolved: That the Constitution of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templar and the Appendant Orders of Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode Island be amended as follows: 


I 


To amend Article XIX, Section 1—“Orders and Qualifications,” of 
the Constitution, by adding after the words “Royal Arch Mason” in the

MOVED: That Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island be amended by striking out the 
words “and May” and the semi-colon in the second line of the first 
paragraph and by striking out the words “in October” in the fourth 
line of said paragraph, and by striking out the semi-colon in the fifth 
line thereof and by inserting in its place a period, and by striking out 
the words “and in May for the transaction of such business as may be 
prenambady" so that said Section 1 of said Article IV will read as fol- 
OWS: 
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“Article IV. Section 1. This Grand Commandery shall hold a stat- 
ed conclave in October of each year at such time and place as the 
Grand Commander shall appoint for the election of officers and the 
transaction of the annual business.

THE GRAND COMMANDERY OF KNIGHTS 
TEMPLAR, INC. 


In view of the fact that the first Annual Conclave of the 
new corporation is to be held tomorrow, I think it well to 
set forth the procedure to be followed in a memorandum 
form, a copy of which you can leave with Mr. Weeks for 
future reference. 


The principal change in procedure is due to the fact that 
the Grand Commander and President must be elected by 
the Board of Directors rather than by the members. Mr. 
Weeks raised a question of the necessary notice of meetings 
of the Board of Directors and I call attention to the By- 
laws, Article IX, Section 2, which provides that “A regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held in conjunc- 
Hee one each Annual Conclave and without further no- 

ice. 


The notice of the Annual Conclave, which is required to 
be given 15 days before the meeting itself, is therefore suf- 
ficient notice of the meeting of the Board of Directors. 


At the Annual Conclave, six Directors are to be elected 
who are to be installed into the respective offices: 


Grand Commander and President 
Deputy Grand Commander 

Grand Generalissimo 

Grand Captain General 

Grand Treasurer 

Grand Recorder 


In addition, a Grand Senior Warden and Grand Junior 
Warden are to be elected but they are not Directors. The 
election of the Directors automatically qualifies them for 
their other offices, except in the case of Grand Commander 


and President. 
If prepared ballots are used, they could read: 


4 oe (to become Grand Commander and Presi- 
ent). 


“Director (to become Deputy Grand Commander),” etc. 


It has been suggested that the Directors meet directly 
after the Annual Conclave but this seems to me to be il- 
logical because in that case the Grand Commander and 
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President will already have been installed before he has 
been legally elected. 


A simple procedure would be for the installing officer 
to declare a brief recess to collect jewels, etc. and at the 
same time request that the six newly elected Directors, to- 
gether with the Grand Commander (who will shortly be the 
Junior Past President) and the Past Grand Commanders 
(these constitute the other members of the Board of Direc- 
tors) should assemble for a moment at the desk of the 
Grand Recorder. The Grand Commander and President 
could then call the meeting to order and the persons as- 
sembled there would cast their ballots for the election of 
the new Grand Commander and President, and the meet- 
ing would adjourn. If the ballots are prepared in advance, 
the entire meeting should take not over two minutes, and 
then the installation can proceed in orderly form. 


I note also that one Trustee is to be elected at the An- 
nual Conclave in 1959 for a term of three years. This elec- 
tion would, of course, be by the members themselves. 


It is desirable, wherever possible, to use the corporate 
name instead of the name of the old voluntary association. 
For ritualistic purposes, there seems no objection to using 
the old name but on letterheads, and on public notices here- 
after given, the corporate name should appear. There must 
be no question as to the subordinate body which is “occupy- 
ing” a Masonic Temple. In other words, it must not be a 
subordinate body of the old voluntary association (which 
could not qualify for the tax exemption) but must be a sub- 
ordinate body of the corporation if the exemption is to be 
preserved. The Grand Chapter has already recognized the 
importance of this matter and all its letterheads refer to 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Massachusetts, Inc., and the 
Grand Council is following the Grand Chapter. It is im- 
portant that the Grand Commandery do aie” 7

Demits 


There are, of course, some cases where a request i st 
be granted and where nothing can be done to aveid ib ee ee if 
a mmber of your commandery were to move to Chicago it is his prerog- 
ative to request a demit to enable him to join a commandery there. 
With such requests we are not concerned, but rather with those mem- 
bers who, for one reason or another, have apparently lost interest, and 
have therefore requested a demit. We feel that much can and should 
be done with these members, and a demit issued only when it has been 
conclusively established that there is no other alternative.

When a member of your commandery requests a demit he should 
be personally interviewed, and at once, by the Commander or the 
Recorder. In some cases it may be that some close personal friend 
may be better able to achieve some results, but. generally speaking it 
should be the duty of the Commander to see him. In any event the 
reasons for the request should be explored. If the request is based on 
inability to pay dues the suggestion which is made subsequently under 
“Suspensions” may be adopted. 


If, however, it develops that the reason is “lack of interest” per- 
haps it may be either that the meetings of your commandery may have 
been uninteresting, or that he may not have attended any meeting for 
a long time, or both. It is entirely possible in many cases for you to 
revive his interest sufficiently to persuade him to attend one more 
meeting. If he does attend be sure to welcome him and see that as 
many others do so as possible. Quite possibly you can thereafter pie 
him something to do. If you can “put him to work,” either as a guar¢ 
or otherwise, you can undoubtedly retain him as a member. ne 
dentally, you should always try to give a new member something to 
do too. If you do so the chances are excellent that he will be an 
active member for many years to come. 


Suspensions 


Altogether too many suspensions are granted with little or no ane 
vestigation being made to find out why a man has become severa' 
years in arrears. It is most regrettable, but it is nonetheless a fact, 
that in a great many cases elderly or impoverished members have bees 
suspended who were simply financially unable to pay their dues. An 
to many, some of whom had been faithful members for a great many 
years, their suspension came as a crushing blow. 


Before you suspend any member you should find out just why he 
is in eiveare While he aye be reluctant to admit that illness or i 
versity is the reason he will probably be willing to admit it to ae 
Commander. Furthermore, if you call at his home you can probably 
form your own conclusions as to his ability to pay. 


i i i i i i ble to pay 
Now if you find that he is obviously financially una f 
dues your commandery can vote to remit them and to tae ae cues 
out of its charity fund. Some commanderies have done this y 
and all should do so. 


It is my feeling that commanderies generally use their charity 
funds very little, if oe all, but leave them inactive and rlcae ae eas 
does not seem to me to be right, nor the purpose for whic! aA aries 
was established. While it is commendable for a comimeniery. i to 
a large charity fund, and to increase it from year to year, i Th used 
me that it is much more important for the fund to be. aes i ae ne 
with discretion, of course, for charitable purposes. An he MT etvoe 
better use which can be made of charity funds than to pay nd 
the elderly, infirm, and impecunious members of the commandery. 


It is hoped that you will adopt these suggestions.

The following dates are adopted by the various bodies of Masonry. 
Dates are carried out for the year 1959. 


Ancient Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B. C. 


4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to com- 
mon time. A. D. 1959 = A. L. 5959. 


Royat Arcy Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 


(Year of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time. A. D. 1959 = 
A. I. 2489. 


RoyaL AND SELECT Masters refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit). 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D. 1959 = A. Dep. 2959. 


Kyiauts TeMpLarR date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 


calling it Anno Ordinis. Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1959 = A. O. 841.
